COMPLAINTS BY EUROPEAN 
" RESIDENTS. 


Before Mr. E. W.” Hamilton at the 


Kowloon Magistracy yesterday morning; | 


Mr."J. P. Robinson prosecuted a ricksha 
coolie for refusing to take him as a-fare. 
Defendant's ‘plea ‘was that. he was wait 
ing for another European .who had left 
the ricksha and told him-to wait. ; 

Mr. Robinson ‘said that at about 1.45 
-p.n. on Thursday, on lenving the Palace 
Hotel, Kowloon, be hailed defendant, 
who was sitting on the foothoard of his 
vehicle, but ‘he refused ‘to move. Com- 
plainant approached the ‘defendant who , 
left his rickaba and walked away. Tho 
coolie protested in his native dialect and 
pointed towards the Hotel, by which Mr. 
Robinson understood him to be intimating 
that he was waiting ‘for someone in tho 
Hotel, Complainant went inside to 
verify this statement, and found only 
one’ guest in the Hotel. This gentleman 
told him that he had not hired’ a ricksho.
